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Criminal Court Operating 
In The County Since 1926 


The -first time that the Palm 
Beach County Criminal Court of 
Record convened it had to hastily 
adjourn because there w: no 
judge to sit on the benc} That 
was back’ in January 1926 wher 
the ‘new court opened its initial 
session following creation by the 
State legislature. 

A week later, the court conyen- 
ed again—this time complete with 
judge—and handed down a 30-day 
suspended sentence to the first 
prisoner to stand before the bar. 
The man—whose identity is a mat- 
ter of record but whose name need 
not be used here—was guilty on 
a charge of “voluntary use of in- 
toxicating liquor contrary to the 
peace and dignity of the State of 
Florida.” 

In other words he had a snoot 
full when he was picked up, appar- 
ently from too much holiday spirit. 
He was arrested two days before 
Christmas. 

These are some of the facts 
found on the first records in the 
criminal court which was created

‘Extra Sales Tax Cash 


TALLAHASSEE—The State of 
Florida will pick up some extra 
sales tax money if the 20 per cent 
federal tax on movie theatre ad- 
missions goes off. 

Comptroller C. M. Gay’s collect- 
ors cannot estimate how much it 
will be but the State will take a 
penny or two that it nowÑ doesn’t 
get on every basic admissison 
charge of less than 40 cents.
